What Respondent Did 

Reviewing the facts in the contro- 
Court of Appeals pointed out 
that the respondent, Gore, regularly 
|drew up contracts between sellers and 
| buyers of real estate in instances 
where he was acting as broker, using 
standard forms for that purpose. 
Usually a contract to pay a commis- 
sion was attached. No charge was 
made for drawing the instrument. 

On other occasions, it was recalled, 
Gore would draft deeds, mortgages 
and other instruments in transactions 
was handling, here again using

The trial court held in 7 Ohio’ 
Opinions 110, fhat the very act of 
selecting a form constituted the prac- 
tice of law and that the filling in of 
the blanks required the application of 
legal knowledge. The Court pointed 
out, in this connection, that the selec- 
tion, filling in and execution of these 
instruments fixed legal rights and ob- 
ligations and under no circumstances 
could such work be looked upon as a 
“simple matter.”

COMMERCIAL LAW 


Mr. President and Members 
ciation : 

The section on Commercial Law was organized at the mid- 
winter meeting held in Newark, February 5, 1937, and thus is 
closing its first full year. 
tion, meetings were held both by the trustees and later in the 
year of the entire section. Various committees were set up under 
the by-iaws and by resolution to cooperate with the committees 
of the association in itself. A special drive for membership of 
the section was carried on resulting in many members of the 
association accepting membership in the section, and also in pro- 
curing new members for not only the section, but for the Bar 
Association itself. 

The year 1937 saw the American Bar Association after several 
years of study take a definite position on the two subjects relating 
to commercial law which have been sources of dissatisfaction and 
criticism, viz: Commercial Agencies and Law Lists. 

At the meeting of the American Bar Association in Kansas 
City in September, the report of the committee on the Unauthor-

After the completion of the organiza- 
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ized Practice of the Law included definite proposals for the super- 


ized practice. The committee reported for adoption a resolution 
which included a statement of principles limiting the activities of 
the commercial agencies insofar as it affected their dealings with 
members of the bar throughout the country. By this so-called 
code the committee definitely recognized the right of the lawyer 
and the agency to do business within certain limits. This report 
was Jater adopted by the House of Delegates resulting in the set- 
ting up of this code as binding on the relations between the mem- 
bers of the bar and the commercial agencies so that at the present 
moment both parties have something definite to serve as a yard- 
stick to measure what is and what is not unauthorized practice. 
This code was later endorsed by the New Work State Bar Asso- 
ciation. 

The other feature of the commercial practice passed upon at 
the convention of the American Bar Association is that relating 
to dealings between lawyers and law lists. The report submitted 
by the special committee on Law Lists, and later approved by the 





House of Delegates as in the case of the agencies definitely set 
lup a code for the operation of Law Lists. Definite rules and 
| regulations were laid down providing for the approval of Law 
Lists by the American Bar Association.
